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REPORT  OF  THE  WATER  COMMISSIONERS 


On  March  14,  1951  a  contract  was  signed  with  Roy 
C.  Abbott  of  Lyme,  N.  H.  for  construction  of  new  water 
mains  to  replace  all  remaining  old  pipe  in  the  system. 

This  work  was  begun  in  April  and  the  following 
streets  were  relaid :  Lake,  Chandler,  Green,  Spring,  Mer- 
rimack, Union,  Central,  Cedar,  School,  Pleasant.  Willow, 
Church,  Walnut,  and  Beech. 

Of  the  total  bond  issue  of  $75,293.91,  $25,682.76  went 
to  the  contractor,  $2,634.27  was  spent  on  the  note  and 
interest,  and  $44,776.36  for  materials  and  local  labor, 
leaving  a  balance  of  $2,200.52.  For  this  amount  the  new 
water  system  has  been  completed  from  source  to  con- 
sumer and  the  lake  has  been  abandoned. 

Water  consumption  during  summer  and  fall  months 
averaged  120,000  gallons  per  day.  With  the  coming  of 
cold  weather  this  consumption  has  jumped  some  four 
times  to  over  400,000  gallons  per  day. 

Obviously  this  abnormal  waste  of  water  in  winter  is 
due  to  running  faucets  left  open  to  prevent  freezing,  and 
just  as  obviously  the  Water  W^orks  cannot  afford  to  pump 
water  at  an  expense  to  have  it  wasted  so  freely. 

Consequently  it  is  inevitable  that  to  protect  the  finan- 
cial status  of  the  water  works  as  well  as  the  pumping 
equipment  and  source  of  supply,  meters  must  be  insalled. 
At  the  present  time  it  is  contemplated  that  with  the 
coming  of  warm  weather  those  places  where  water  is 
obviously  being  wasted  will  be  metered  and  in  this  way 
those  prudent  in  the  use  of  water  will  not  be  penalized  by 
the  wasteful. 

The  Water  Works  is  a  $200,000  investment  with 
operating  expenses  of  some  $18,000  per  year.  Since  this 
burden  is  entirely  carried  by  the  water  consumers  and  not 
by  the  tax  payers  as  a  whole,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Water 
Works  to  protect  its  consumers  by  preventing  waste  as 
much  as  possible. 
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The  present  rates  were  formulated  on  anticipated 
costs  of  operating  the  new  system.  These  rates  will  be 
carefully  revised  when  a  year's  operating  experience  will 
give  evidence  of  actual  costs.  For  example,  estimated 
pumping  costs  of  electricity  of  $100.00  per  month  has  de- 
veloped into  costs  of  over  $150.00  per  month.  This  also 
is  an  example  of  how  waste  will  necessarily  increase  costs 
beyond  ordinary  expenses.

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BRISTOL  COMMUNITY  CENTER 
AND  SUMMER  PLAYGROUND 


As  more  and  more  cities  and  towns  in  New  Hamp- 
shire follow  the  trend  throughout  the  country  and  estab- 
lish year  round  programs  of  community  recreation, 
Bristol  continues  to  be  looked  upon  as  a  pioneer  in  this 
area  of  municipal  responsibility.  After  five  years'  ex- 
perience our  program  seems  to  have  become  one  where  a 
maximum  number  of  people  are  receiving  a  maximum 
number  of  opportunities  to  learn,  and  participate  in 
leisure  time  activities. 

The  program  is  divided  into  two  parts:  Summer 
playground  on  Kelley  Park  during  July  and  August  and 
activities  within  the  Community  Center  during  the  ten 
remaining  months. 

Summer  Playground 

With  emphasis  placed  on  Recreation  for  All — atten- 
dance on  the  playground  averaged  206  daily.  Besides 
the  tiny  tot  area,  where  even  the  youngest  enjoyed  the 
sandboxes,  slides,  swings  and  building  blocks,  activities 
included  instruction  and  participation  in  softball,  base- 
ball, basketball,  volleyball,  badminton,  horseshoes,  cro- 
quet, archery,  tennis  and  field  events. 

Combination  cook-outs  and  nature  hikes  were  run  on 
Monday  nights  with  about  15  hikers  traveling  to  nature 
beauty  spots  in  our  area. 

Regular  trips  to  Wellington  Beach  where  swimming 
lessons  for  all  age  groups  were  available  once  again  pro- 
ved a  most  popular  feature. 

Weekly  lessons  in  dramatics,  sewing  and  cooking 
taught  12  girls  the  fundamental  skills  in  these  three  sep- 
arate subjects. 

For  the  first  time  this  year  a  course  in  bicycle  safety 
was  offered.  29  boys  and  girls  participated  with  12  of 
them  passing  the  16  safety  tests  set  up  by  the  Bicycle 
Institute  of  America. 
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Through  the  cooperation  of  a  local  horse  lover  pony 
rides  around  the  Kiddie  Corral  were  given  once  each 
week. 

Weekly  camping  lessons  again  proved  popular  with 
36  boys  and  girls  participating  in  the  annual  week-end 
camping  trip  to  Newfound  Lake. 

Summer  visitors  and  councillors  from  our  youth 
camps  on  Newfound  Lake  cooperated  to  provide  a  sur- 
prize costumed  story  teller  for  the  special  story  hour  each 
Thursday. 

Special  events  held  on  Fridays  during  the  summer 
season  were,  Wild  West  Day,  sports  day,  vehicle  and 
costume  parade,  pet  show,  cracker  box  derby,  Kiddie 
Carnival  and  Talent  Show. 

Fifteen  volunteers  helping  a  full  time  director  and 
part  time  assistant  made  possible  such  an  extensive  pro- 
gram. 

Community  Center 

The  Community  Center  becomes  a  busier  place  each 
year  with  some  activities  directed  toward  all  ages  but 
emphasis  placed  on  those  for  youngsters  in  the  fifth  grade 
up  through  high  schoolers.  90%  of  this  age  group  are 
regular  visitors  to  the  Center.  Within  the  auditorium 
favorite  sports  of  young  people  are  pool,  ping  pong, 
shuffieboard,  volleyball,  basketball,  rope  skipping,  chec- 
kers, table  games,  reading  and  singing. 

On  the  rifle  range  nine  members  are  going  through 
the  National  Rifle  Association  School  of  instruction  and 
18  boy  and  girl  members  of  the  junior  rifle  club  are  firing 
the  22  rifle  for  N.R.A.  qualifications.  The  junior  club  is 
sponsored  by  the  senior  club  with  15  members. 

The  senior  archery  group  shoots  on  a  50  foot  range 
weekly  as  do  two  junior  groups.  A  system  of  scoring  has 
been  set  up  whereby  a  bowman  can  advance  to  the  senior 
grade  of  Robinhood. 
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A  Rope  Skipping  troupe  of  9  girls  has  given  exhibi- 
tions throughout  New  Hampshire  and  at  Woodstock, 
Vermont.  Beginners  classes  are  held  weekly  for  a  group 
of  9  teeny-agers. 

The  physical  education  program  for  the  first  six 
grades  in  school  is  conducted  at  the  Center  two  after- 
noons a  week. 

Adult  groups  in  weaving,  stencilling  and  sewing  are 
now  meeting  in  the  Center. 

Improvements  to  the  skating  rink  have  made  it  a 
more  popular  spot  than  ever  with  good  ice  when  weather 
is  favorable. 

Teen-age  dances,  skating  parties,  hay  rides,  boy  and 
girl  basketball  leagues  and  square  dancing  round  out  a 
busy  winter  program. 

Special  events  are  Hallowe'en  and  Christmas  parties, 
Winter  Carnival  and  Spring  Festival.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


The  past  school  year  has  been  marked  by  the  biggest 
material  gains  for  a  long  time.  Canaan  has  built  and  is 
now  occupying  a  10-room  elementary  school,  Bristol's 
memorial  school  is  now  nearing  completion  and  several 
other  milestones  have  been  passed.  Hebron  completely 
rebuilt  its  school  adding  a  heating  room  and  now  has  one 
of  the  best,  if  not  the  best,  rural  school  in  the  state. 
Groton  added  automatic  oil  to  its  school,  Bridgewater 
completed  the  furnace  room,  insulated,  and  painted  and 
the  other  towns  did  significant  amounts  of  maintenance. 
A  great  deal  of  repair  and  maintenance  work  has  been 
done  in  the  past  five  years  and  systematic  programing  of 
work  should  be  continued.  This  may  be  done  in  some 
districts  on  a  lower  per  year  cost  but  it  is  questionable 
economy  over  a  period  of  years  to  do  nothing  and  then 
try  to  "catch  up"  for  the  years  past.  This  may  work  well 
only  in  case  such  work  is  done  on  the  down  swing  of  an 
economic  cycle  but  the  chances  seem  just  as  good  that 
they  might  have  to  be  done  on  the  reverse  swing  with 
inflated  prices.  A  moderate  amount  of  money  on  a 
yearly  basis  should  now  keep  most  of  our  buildings  in 
good  repair. 

Our  most  successful  workshop  of  the  four  was  held 
this  year  on  "Improving  Reading".  The  teachers  through 
their  own  members  organized  this,  secured  the  speakers, 
and  in  general  planned  and  executed  the  whole  thing,  a 
very  fine  achievement.  After  experimenting  with  various 
times  of  the  year  the  Labor  Day  week  was  selected  and 
proved  a  fine  choice.  Efforts  will  be  made  in  the  future 
to  hold  workshops  during  that  week  if  possible.  It  is  not 
a  good  week  to  obtain  speakers  but  otherwise  seems 
perfect.  There  will  be  no  workshop  next  year  since  we 
all  feel  that  we  need  a  year  to  consolidate  what  gains  we 
have  made  and  to  work  continuously  on  reading  and 
related  problems.     For  once  Union  No.  4  seems  to  be  in 
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front  of  a  modern  swing  in  educational  circles  back  to 
more  of  the  fundamentals.  However,  we  should  not  feel 
too  elated  over  this  since  we  are  in  the  fore  only  because 
we've  never  had  the  time  or  money  to  be  greatly 
concerned  with  educational  frills  and  it  may  be  more 
truthful  to  say  that  the  parade  has  made  the  cycle  and 
finds  us  on  its  return  trip!  In  spite  of  all  modern  theories 
and  practises  if  we  can  keep  classes  small  enough  and 
staffed  well  enough  so  that  we  do  not  lose  sight  of  the 
individual  child  and  do  the  best  we  can  for  him  in  school 
and  out  we  will  not  err  too  much  and  our  pupils  will  have 
a  solid  basic  education. 

This  "reporter"  believes  in  trying  to  keep  well  in- 
formed and  to  keep  others  with  whom  he  works  well 
informed.  To  overlook  the  fact  that  we  do  not  live  by 
ourselves  alone  and  that  we  are  in  a  highly  competitive 
society  would  be  disastrous  to  our  children.  Potentially 
excellent  teachers,  and  even  some  of  fine  experience,  are 
being  drawn  away  from  teaching  by  better  paying  posi- 
tions either  in  the  semi-skilled  or  skilled  trades.  Just  one 
instance  will  show  this.  During  the  past  week  a  repre- 
sentative of  the  federal  government  was  in  a  high  school 
looking  for  typists  to  start  at  over  $2700.00.  We  have 
19  teachers,  most  of  several  years  experience,  getting 
$2300  or  less !  A  small  chart  showing  comparative  sal- 
aries for  the  current  year  follows :

Beginning  teachers  with  degrees  are  being  placed  at 
$2,400  or  more  and  it  is  rumored  that  the  asking  price 
this  year  will  be  $2,500  or  $2,600. 

The  new  State  Aid  distribution  of  funds  made  a 
good  start  towards  reducing  the  spread  in  tax  rates  for 
education.     It  would  have  done  more  had  the  formula 
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been  covered  with  the  necessary  funds.  How  much  it 
did  to  improve  education  would  be  a  highly  debatable 
point  since  in  this  area  the  money  was  used  to  reduce  the 
tax  levy.  As  long  as  great  uncertainty  continues  to 
exist  on  formulas,  amounts  etc.  it  will  be  used  in  this 
respect.  It  would  be  naive  to  urge  a  couple  of  school 
districts  to  expand  either  its  program  or  its  plant  promis- 
ing that  "state  aid"  would  help  pay  the  bill.  This  is 
being  pointed  out  here  merely  to  forestall  critics  who 
may  ask  to  see  the  "improvements"  made  by  these  funds; 
in  this  area  they  reduced  the  tax  rate.  The  tax  rates 
would  have  been  reduced  still  more  had  the  $2,000,000 
been  voted.  Expressing  it  another  way  would  be  to  say 
that  failure  to  vote  $2,000,000  increased  the  tax  assess- 
ments and  those  who  howl  against  sales  or  other  new 
taxes  are  blind  to  the  fact  that  the  legislature  did  not  save 
the  tax  payer  money  in  refusing  to  vote  the  $2,000,000;  it 
merely  passed  the  educational  tax  bill  back  to  the  local 
property  owner  who  directly  paid  more  than  he  otherwise 
would.  The  next  table  shows  the  nine  towns  in  this  area 
and  how  they  compare  with  one  another  and  with  the 
state  average.

Several  things  should  be  noted  in  the  above  chart: 

1)  Adjusted  valuations  vary  from  $6,421  per  pupil  in  Danbury  to  $55,261  in  Hebron. 

2)  Bristol  has  the  highest  school  tax  rate  with  $22.05  and  Hebron  the  lowest  with 
$7.18  with  Bridgewater  not  far  behind  with  $8.15.  The  state  median  of  $19.99  should 
be  noted  here. 

3)  Alexandria  and  Orange  just  miss  qualifying  for  aid;  they  would  qualify  with 
a  few  more  pupils  provided  the  percentage  of  increase  were  greater  that  the  average 
for  the  state. 

4)  The  spread  between  the  cost  of  the  foundation  program  and  the  17  mill  share 
shows  that  Bristol  would  need  many  more  resident  pupils  to  qualify,  that  Groton, 
Hebron  and  Bridgewater  will  probably  never  qualify  on  this  basis.  These  towns  will 
receive  aid  from  the  state  only  when  so-called  general  aid  becomes  available  i.e.  a 
blanket  amount  per  pupil  without  using  millage  or  anything  else. 
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We  had  hoped  that  by  the  time  this  report  had  to  be 
written  that  we  could  say  how  well  we  liked  the  new 
school  and  how  much  it  added  to  the  opportunities  of  the 
pupils  but  such  is  not  the  case.  The  construction  has 
been  slowed  by  a  series  of  delays  relatively  minor  in 
themselves  but  cumulative  to  a  major  time  element. 
However,  we  have  the  feeling  that  the  quality  of  work 
has  been  improved  by  this  rather  than  made  inferior  and 
that  the  work  will  stand  comparison  with  any.  Certainly 
it  is  better  than  some  I  have  seen  lately  in  much  more 
expensive  buildings.  Building  costs  today  according  to 
builders,  are  being  bid  at  15  to  20%  higher  than  a  year 
ago.  Both  the  Canaan  and  Bristol  buildings  were  bid  at 
the  low  point  of  a  year's  period  according  to  nationally 
published  figures.  Most  of  our  equipment  was  purchased 
from  6  to  12  months  ago  when  prices  were  more  favorable 
than  today.  The  same  can  not  be  said  of  the  last  bond 
issue.  Due  to  the  Federal  Government's  policy  on  its 
bonds  interest  rates  rose  .4  of  a  point  from  February  to 
April  and  more  than  that  from  April  to  June.  Hence  our 
2j/2%  rate  on  the  last  bond  issue  was  higher  than  the  pre- 
vious 2%  but  still  lower  than  the  national  average  which 
is  a  good  rate  considering  other  local  bonds  issued  for 
both  the  school  and  water  system.  Hindsight  is  always 
better  than  foresight  but  it  is  not  too  much  out  of  order 
to  point  out  here  that  we  would  have  saved  money  had 
we  been  able  to  issue  the  entire  bond  issue  at  the  time 
we  obtained  the  2%  rate. 

We  know  no  more  about  operating  costs  of  the  new 
building  than  we  did  a  year  ago  and  will  merely  repeat 
our  "calculated  guesses"  of  that  time.  We  do  know  more 
about  new  teachers'  salaries,  and  costs  of  operating  the 
shop  although  not  too  much  in  view  of  the  high  initial 
costs  of  starting  operations.  Our  shop  has  been  going 
successfully  in  Legion  Hall  but  it  has  cost  us  rent,  fuel, 
janitor  pay,  and  electricity.     We  feel  that  it  has  been  a 
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good  move  and  that  the  boys  will  be  better  able  to  help 
move  into  the  new  plant  and  do  much  valuable  work 
there.  Our  homemaking  has  been  confined  to  sewing. 
Part  of  the  basement  in  the  white  building  is  being  used. 
We  have  high  expectations  of  this  group  when  they  get 
a  chance  to  function  under  favorable  conditions. 

As  of  this  moment  there  is  approximately  $2,500.00 
of  the  building  fund  not  allocated.  This  is  being  held 
"in  reserve"  for  unanticipated  expenses,  walks  and  grad- 
ing, the  costs  of  which  are  being  estimated  at  this  time. 
It  is  doubtful  if  this  will  do  the  job  and  we  are  asking  the 
permission  of  the  school  district  to  spend,  for  necessary 
grading  and  desirable  equipment  which  will  be  listed  in 
due  time,  an  expected  balance  of  around  $3,500  derived 
from  not  operating  the  new  school.  In  addition  to  this 
amount  there  will  be  a  balance  of  $4,000  shown  to  be  de- 
ducted from  the  tax  levy.  This  money  comes  from  that 
amount  put  into  the  budget  to  start  to  pay  off  the  new 
bond  issue  which  we  are  not  permitted  to  do  by  law  since 
one  full  year  must  expire  before  a  school  district  may 
begin  to  retire  the  issue.  With  this  $4,000  and  increased 
tuition  the  tax  assessment  will  be  less  by  about  $3,000. 

Elementary  tuition  rates  have  been  increased  from 
$120  to  $150  and  secondary  from  $225  to  $250  giving  an 
estimated  revenue  of  $4,200  and  $11,000  respectively  mak- 
ing a  total  of  $15,300  against  $2,864  of  ten  years  ago,  and 
$3,200  as  recently  as  the  school  year  of  1946-47.  This 
increase  is  a  significant  amount.  In  view  of  other  school 
tax  rates  on  adjusted  valuations  published  above  there  is 
no  reason  why  other  school  districts  should  not  continue 
to  pay  nearer  to  the  full  costs  of  educating  their  children. 
I  believe  they  are  willing  to  do  this. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  much  hard  work  but 
one  of  more  satisfaction  to  me.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  work 
hard  when  the  results  are  commeasurable.  It  is  easy  to 
see  a  material  building  but  even  greater  results  can  be 
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had  by  building  young  men  and  women.  A  building  is 
one  way  of  making  better  offerings  but  the  end  results 
depend  on  the  pupils  themselves.  May  we  all  continue  to 
work  towards  better  education  and  all  it  means,  the  hope 
that  it  can  offer  in  a  world  needing  the  best  we  can  give.
